SAY VALUES WILL DEPRECIATE 


SIGN SAYS BLACKS CANNOT LIVE 
ON THE STREET. 


Jyohn Porter, a Negro, Has Bought a 
Dwelling in the Forbidden Scction 
and Proposes to Occupy 
It at Once. 


May a@ negro reside wherever he is able to 
purchase or rent property? 

This question will be raised by the Twen- 
ty-sixth Ward Improvement Association 
within the next few days, and President W. 
H. Dobell of that association declares that 
it will be carried to the Supreme Court of 
Missouri unless John Porter, a negro, who 
intends moving into the house at 3958 Lin- 
coln avenue, shall consent to live else 
where. 

Unless all indications are erroneous, there 
will begin in the neighborhood mentioned, 
before the end of this week, a race war of 
unique character. 

On the one side will be the property- 
owners of the neighborhood and on the 
other side a negro and his family. The 
ee eo will carry on the fight, not 

ecause they dislike negroes, but because 
the advent of a negro family will, they 
say, depreciate the value of their real 
estate. 

Sunday afternoon two neatly painted 
signboards were erected, one in the yard of 
Richard J. Schueler, 3956 Lincoln avenue, 
and the other in the yard of W. A. Thom- 
ure’s house, two doors west, both facing 
the house between and reading: 

“Notice.—Colored people will not be al- 
lowed to live on this street.”’ 


Sold Their House 

to a Negro. 

The house in the middle, a 
frame, is owned by Gustave Dassler. Mr. 
and Mrs. Dassler and three daughters, 
two of the latter being stenographers, con- 


stitute the family. One of the daughters 
is s stenographer for the Provident Associ- 
ation. 

The Dasslers declare that they have sold 
the house to John Porter, a negro, now 
residing in a small house at 37389 Page avo- 
nue, and that they will move out about 
the middle of the week and he will move 
in. Thev do not hesitate to say that they 
have taken this action “to get reven 
Miss Carrie Dassler said to the Post- a B 
patch Monday morning: 

“They had mamma and me in police 
ccurt, charged with beating a little child. 
We did not do it, and we just wanted some 
revenge. 

Miss Dassler then qualified her remark 
by saying that they could get more money 
from a negro than from a white person. 

Several weeks ago Mrs. Schueler, next- 
door neighbor to the Dasslers, caused Mrs. 
Dasslier to be summoned before Police 
Judge Sidener, charged with disturbing the 
peace of the complainant. Mrs. Dassler 
.was fined. One of the witnesses against 
her was Mrs. Walsh, who lives across the 
street. 

A week later Mrs. Walsh caused Mrs. 
Dassler and her daughter Carrie to be sum- 
_moned to the Dayton street police court 
on the charge of beating a little daughter of 
the complainant. They were fined by Judge 
Wislizenus. 

Recently the Dasslers decided to move 
out of the neighborhood. They advertised 
thelr house for rent to colored persons. 
This advertisement caused general indigna- 
tion among the residents of the vicinity, 
nearly all of whom own their homes. 


Visited Daily 
by Negroes. 
For a week past the Dassier house has 
been visited daily by negroes who desired 


to rent it. Saturday it was announced that 
Porter had purchased the property, paying 
$25 down to hold it until the papers coul 
be made out. 

The Improvement Association of the ward 
laid the matter before its executive com- 
mittee, with instructions to use all legal 
endeavors to prevent Porter from settling 
there, or to induce him to give up the prop-

erty. 

“lt the case gets into the courts,”’ said 
President Dobell to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and 
is decided against us here, we shall carry 
it to the Supreme Court. We have a fund 
for the purpose. Large interests are at 
stake in this matter, the trust companies 
being directly interested in keeping up the 
value of real estate here.’ 

Sunday afternoon Porter was followed to 
his home on Page avenue by a crowd of 
boys from the Lincoln avenue neighbor- 
hood, and several of his window panes 
were broken out with stones.

se in the same block, but hé was ar- 
"tor carrying two concealed weapons 
hreatening to shoot some of his white 
neighbors, and finally he sold out and left.

BLAME 1S LAID 
TO “BAD JACKS”

Johnson Says His Robbery 
Was Planned There. 


HE TRIED THRICE TO DEPART 


WM. DOYLE, ALIAS “SLIVERS,” 
UNDER ARREST. 


According to Prosecuting Witness the 
Scene Took Place After 1 a. m., 
When Saloon Should Have 
Been Closed. 


The robbery of William T. Johnson of 
Union City, Tenn., according to his ver- 
sion as related at the warrant office Mon- 
day morning, was planned in ‘‘Bad Jack” 
Williams’ saloon after the place should 
have been closed in accordance with Excise 
Commissioner Seibert’s order. 

William Doyle, alias ‘‘Slivers,’’ who has 
a lengthy police record, and who has served 
more than one term in the workhouse, is 
locked up, and a warrant charging high- 
way robbery has been issued against him. 
The police are loOking for another man and 
two women who are Known to be impli- 
cated in the robbery. 

Johnson is a railroad man. Prior to the 
A. R. U. strike of a few years ago he was 
vardmaster for the I. C. Railroad at Cairo, 
lll. He was one of the strikers who was 
thrown out of employment, and he went 
to Union City. Recently he succeeded in 
getting a clearance and was preparing to 
go back into the railroad business. 

He reached St. Louis Sunday 
expected to get a position soon. As he was 
leaving Union Station, a little after mid- 
night, he heard music in a saloon at Nine- 
teenth and Chestnut streets. This is the 
saloon which has for. proprietors ‘Bad 
Jack"’ Willlams and William Condon, who 
is under indictment now for stealing Gam 
Lee's body and is also charged with shoot- 
ing two men at the Fair Grounds a week 
ago Sunday. Williams and Condon have 
each killed two men and have been in the 
courts for the offenses, but were always 
acquitted. The saloon has been het » to

* Wy te | went into Jack s place to hear 
the music,”’ said Johnson, “I was met by a 
young fellow who spoke with a decided 
(ierman accent. He seemed to want to en- 
tertain me, and, though I have been around 
a good deal, I could not suspect this fel- 
low. for he seemed so friendly. 

ory his fellow called over two women and 
we sat in the wineroom for some time. I 
wanted to get out of the place and when I 
got up and started for the side door there 
seemed to suddenly arise a fight. for ail 
crowded around the door and If could not 
vet out. I went back and conciuded to 

wait. It aroused my suspicions, however. 
In a few minutes I tried to get out again, 
and again there was the same rush for the 
door.

Then I entered the saloon 
proper and tried to get out of the front 
door. The bartender told me that the door 
was. locked. He sald that it was after 1 
o'clock and he was closed up. If I went 
out L would have to go out of the side 
door. 

“I told him that they were trying to rok 
me and he said he would fix that. Fre went 
with me and tcld the gang to allow me to 
depart. I started to the Union Station and 
at Nineteenth and Market streets the Ger- 
man, in a hack, overtook me. The women 
were in the hack also. This fellow ‘Sliv- 
ers’ was driving. The German told me to 
get in the hack and he would drive me to 
the Hotel Garui, where I was to stop. I 
thought he was all right. I got in. I don't 
know where the carriage stopped. 

“As I stenped from the carriage someone 
gave me the ‘strong arm’ from behind. 
Then ‘Slivers’ jumped from the box and 
struck me in the face with his fists. Thev 
tooh my money, $15 and tried to get my 
watch. Thev broke the chain and got away 
with that. I called loudly for help and they 
got in the carriage and drove away.”

GEN: JAMES F. KNIPE I$ DEAD 


He Was in the Mexican War and Later 
Chief of Cavalry, Army of the 


Tennessee. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 19.—Gen. Jo- 
seph F’. Knipe, 2 hero of two wars, is dead 
at his home in this city. He fought through 
the Mexican war with Gen. Scott and in 
the civil war he partic pated in all the bat- 
tles in which the Twelfth Corps took part, 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta. He after- 
ward served as chief of cavalry in the 
Army of the Tennessee. He was postmas- 
ter of Harrisburg during the Johnson ad- 
ministration and at the time of his death 
was connected with the state department.

Party of Eight Struck: on 
Deadman’s Hill, 


HEAVY LIST OF ACCIDENTS 


MOTORMEN SPEED CARS BEYOND 
PROMPT CONTROL. 


Carriages Smashed and Many Persons 
Injured at Numerous Points 
Throughout the City—Two 
Injured Miss Watches. 


Sunday was prolific in collisions between 
street cars and vehicles. 

A surrey driven by Julius Buchman of 
11099 North Seventh street, in which were 
his family and Mrs. Fannie Ladimsky of 
1019 North Seventh street, and her daugh- 
ter, was smashed into at 8:30 o’clock Sun- 
day night by a Broadway car bound north 
at Nebraska avenue. 

The eight occupants of the surrey were 
thrown to the street and all were more or 
less injured. Phe vehicle was badly bro- 
ken. The escape of the entire party from 
death was miraculous. 

Mrs. Buchman was more severely injured 
than the others. She was badly cut about 
the head and body and waS rendered insen- 
sible by the shock. It was feared that her 
skull had been fractured, which proved not 
to be the case. 


Mrs. Ladimsky was sitting in the back 
Feat of the surrey with her baby in her 
arms. She was tossed into the air and 
landed on her face in the street. The left 
fide of her face was lacerated and bruised. 

Samuel Ladimsky, her son, 2 years old, 
was cut and bruised on the left side of his 


body. 

Jullus Buchman and John, Julia 
Baily Buchman, his children, and Julia 
Ladimsky were tossed into a heap in the 
streét and were all more or less bruised 
and cut by contact with the earth. 

An ambulance was called and the mem- 
bers of the Buchman party were taken to 
the South Side Dispensary. Upon refus- 
ing to be treated there they were driven to 
the home of Mr. Buchman, where their 
wounds were dressed by Dr. de Vorkin. 

At the time of ‘the accident both Mrs. 
Buchman and Mrs. Ladimsky wore gold 
watches. In falling to the street there 
were detached from their clothing and 
their loss was not noticed until they 
reached home. The watches have not been 
recovered. 

The rear axle, the 
and the seats of the surrey were broken 
and the body of the carriage was knocked 
off the axle by the collision. 


Many Other 
Serious Collisions. 

Other collisions with street cars Sunday 
were reported to the police. 

Frank Jacobmeyer of 4154 Euclid avenue 
was driving on St. Louis avenue with a 
surrey in which was Mrs. Jacobmeyer and 
Mrs. Joseph Molock of 408 Alsace ave- 
nue and her two children. At Cora avenue 
a Cass avenue car hit the surrey, and the 
occupants were thrown against the sides 
of the vehicle, which was not overturned, 

Mrs. Jacobmeyer suffered a sprained arm 
and bruises on the head. Mrs. Molock’'s 
right arm was sprained and she was badly 
bruised. The children escaped injury. 

George Schneider of 3008 North Grand ave- 
nue was on the Grand avenue bridge Sun- 
day night when the buggy he was jn col- 
lided with a vehicle going in the opposite 
direction. Schneider was thrown out of his 
buggy and badly bruised. This had no 
sooner happened than car 285 of the Grand 
avenue line crashed into Schneider's buggy 
and wrecked it. 

Mr. Schneider and his wife were in the 
buggy, but by another miracle they were 
uninjured. 

Sunday morning a Bellefontaine division 
car struck a buggy in which H. Franke of 
2320 Elliott avenue was riding, on Florissant 
avenue near Red Bud avenue. Mr. Franke 
leaped from the buggy just in time to avoid 
being hurt.

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LONDON, Aug. 19.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press today summing up the crop situa- 
tion says: “The best authorities estimate 
the wheat crop of the United Kingdom at 
56,000,000 bushels, that of France at 300,000,- 
000 bushels and the crops of Beigium and 
Holland at 40,000,000 bushels, a total of 
396,000,000 bushels for the great wheat im- 
porting area of northwestern Europe, which 
needs 664,000,000 bushels. 

America, with home wants not exceeding 
400,000,000 bu: hels, has 675,000,000 bushels, and 
is therefore able to deal with the deficit 
single-handed. 

Tne Kussian, Roumanian, Australasian 
and Argentine surpluses are left to meet 
the wants of Italy and the newest buyers, 
like Cape Colony, Greece, Switzeriand, 
Scandinavia, ‘C hina and, probably, Austria- 
Hungary, Spain and Portugal. 

Egypt and India will be self-supporting 
for the next 12 months; but Egypt has 
dropped from the list of exporting coun- 
tries, and India does not seem able to con- 
tinue her exports. 

The government has assumed that there 
will be an exportable surplus of 5,000,000 
quarters; but an Indian crop authority de- 
nies that the famine is over, or tnat the 
1901 crop is abundant.

President of the Police Board Gives 
Notice That Force Must Be In- 
creased During the World’s 
Fair Period. 


Harry B. Hawes, president of the board 
of police commissioners, was asked recent- 
ly if he would detail a squad of policemen 
to keep order on the World's Fair grounds, 
while the site was being graded and the 
buildings erected. 

The question 
of the World's Fair board of archi- 
tects, and, in reply, Mr. Hawes said 
that he was not certain that he could con- 
veniently detall a large squad of men for 
Such duty in justice to the demands of 
other parts of the city. 

Since then Mr. Hawes has been studying 
the matter of policing the World's Fair 
grounds and he has evolved an interesting 
plan in that connection. 

In brief, it is an offer on his part to fur- 
hish the’ World’s Fair organization any 
number of experienced policemen it may 
require from the regular force, if permitted 
to appoint new men to take the places of 
all the policemen thus transferred. 


Mr. Hawes 

Explains Plans. 

In explaining his idea to the Post-Dis- 
patch, Mr. Hawes said: 

“Naturally, the question of policing any 
given district depends upon four things: 

“First, the extent of territory to be pa-

“Becond, the number of inhabitants with- 
in the given territory. 

“Third, the number of men which will be 
provided for the policing of the territory. 

“Fourth, the police experience of the men 
Selected for police duty. 

“The men selected for policing the 
Worild’s Fair can not be imported from oth- 
er states, but must-have had a Wiree years’ 
residence in Missouri. 

“Sec. 2140 of the Revised Statutes reads 

 @s follows: 
'  ***No sheriff of a county, 
city, or other private persons authorized 
by law to appoint special deputies, mar- 
shals or policemen in this state to preserve 
the public peace and quell public disturb- 
ances shall hereafter appoint as such spe- 
cial deputies, marshals or policemen any 
person who is not a resident of this state, 
and who has not been a resident of this 
state for at least three years prior to his 
appointment ' 

“Section 2141 also provides: 

“ ‘Tt shall be unlawful for any person, 

‘ eompany, association or corporation to 
'/bring or import into this state any person 
or persons or association of persons for 
the purpose of discharging the duties de- 
volving upon sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, a 
‘ Hieemen, constables or peace officers in the 
protection or preservation of public or pri- 
vate property or in the punishment of any 
person violating the criminal laws of this

PENNED IN THEIR STATEROOMS 


AS THE VESSEL WENT DOWN HER 
BOILERS EXPLODED. 


Many of Those Who Escaped Threw 
Away Their Stores of Gold in Or- 
der to Save Their 
Lives. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Aug. 19.—The steam- 
er Islander, the flagship of the C. P. N. 
fieet and the largest and fastest passenger 
steamer on the Victoria-Skagway route, 
collided with an iceberg off Douglass Is- 
land, Alaska, while on her way south with 
the largest number of passengers that she 
has carried since she was replaced on the 
run a few months ago, and sunk within 
15 minutes after striking. 

Capt. Foote, her master, and about 6 
persons, including passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew, were drowned. To add 
to the horror of the terrible disaster, her 
boilers exploded as she went down, caus- 
ing death to many of those who were strug- 
gling in the water. 

The steamer left Skagway in the evening 
of Wednesday last and was proceeding out 
of Lynn Canal when the collision occurred. 
Most of the passengers and the members 
of the crew who were in bed were rudely 
awakened by the shock. The majority goat 
out on deck in time to be saved in the 
boats, which were quickly manned, but a 
large number went down in their state- 
rooms. 


Some of the survivors arrived here last 


evening by the steamer which passed over | 


the scene of the appalling disaster on the 
following evening and picked them up at 
Juneau, to which city they had been taken.

United States Consul Smith of Victoria, 
who was a passenger on the Queen from 
Juneau, gleaned the following story of the 
wreck of the steamer Islander: 

The Islander left Skagway for Victoria 
on Wednesday evening, the 12th, at 6 p. 
m., with 125 passengers and a crew of 6] 
men on board, and ten or twelve stow- 
aways. All went well, the steamer making 
her usual record of 15 knots an hour, until 
3 a. m. Thursday morning, when Juneau 
was passed and the south end of Douglass 
island was reached. Then suddenly the 
steamer encountered an obstruction said to 
have been an iceberg and stopped with a 
jerk which aroused many of the sleeping 
passengers. Pilot Leblonde was in charge 
of the steamer at the time and went im- 
mediately to the dining room, where Capt. 
Foote was having breakfast, and notified 
him of the trouble. As soon as the vessel 
struck water rushed forward in great vol- 
umes and the pilot advised that the vessel 
be run on the beach, not over half a mile 
distant, at once. To this the captain ob- 
jected, saying the beach was too abrupt. 
He thought there was no immmediate dan- 
ger, but would run a few miles further 
down, where he knew there was a good 
landing. 

Captain Failed 
to Realize Danger. 

The captain assured several passengers 
there was no immediate danger and that 
they could go back fo bed, and sent the first 
officer down to examine. That officer re- 
ported there was great danger and urged 
that the vessel be beached at once. The of- 
ficer “ordered that the boats be let down, 
but this order was counrermanded by the 
captain, who, however, finally realized the 
seriousness of the situation and allowed thx 
first officer to get dowu tne poats. Mean- 
while the passengers, aroused to their peril, 
appeared on detk and a rush was made to 
the purser by those who had eiven him 
treasure for safe keeping. Purser Bishop 
handed all out except two bags of $10,000 
each, which were not claimed, and went 
down with the vessel. The bow of the 
steamer steadily sank and 20 minutes from 
the time it struck the front deck was up 
der water and the stem, propeller and rud- 
der were high in the air and useless. 

The captain remained on the bridge until 
the last and finally jumper? on 2 ‘ire raft 
where he stayed a few minutes, when the 
steamer dove forward entirely out of sight. 
As it did so, an explosion occurred and the 
captain lost his hold on the Hfe raft and 
sank. 

Considerable difficulty was. experienced 
in ascertaining the location of the shore, 
though it was only a short distance away, 
owing to the dense fog prevailing. Finally 
Preston of Seattle and Dawson, who, witn 
his bride, was on his wedding frip, both 
of whom were saved in the last boat which 
left the wreck, heard water trickling down 
the rocks, und all the boats reached shore. 
A number jumped off the steamer into 
the water and were rescued therefrom on- 
ly to die of exhaustion from the intense 
cold, Several were recovered only. after 
four or five hours of continuous hard work 
bw their comrades. 

Among the passengers lost were Mr. and 
Mra. Gov. Ross of Dawson, child and niece 
and Dr. John M. Duncan of Victoria. The 


but no one saw Mrs. Ross, and it 
was thought that Duncan lost his life in a 
futiie attempt to rescue Mrs. Ross and 
family just as the steamer san 

chief Bngineer Brownlee stat he was 
in bed when the accident occurred and 
was awakened by his third assistant. He 
also examined the engines, found nothing 
wrong there and then went forward, saw 
there was serious danger and. goat a boat 
ready There were only four seamen 
among the crew. He got the boat down 
and paseed passengers into it. As the 
ateamer sank he selzed hold of a railing 
and went down to the bottom. When he 
let go he came to the top and eaught a 
cabin door. As others seized it he let go, 
hut caught other wreckage and finally got 
on a raft, on which he reached shore. 

All the rescued speak in high terms of 
the courage and assistance given by Chiet 
Engineer Brownlee and First Officer Néu- 
rotaoa. who saved several lives. The intense 
ef the water caused severe cramps 
among many who were on the raft and re- 
sulted in death from the exposure, the 
bodies turnin hbiack

” CHANGES IN IMMIGRATION. 


Recently published statistics show a radical change in the 
character of immigration in the past 20 years. 

Ih 1882, the year which marked the largest immigration, 
the arrivals numbered 788,992. In 1901 (fiscal year ending June 
-$0) they numbered 487,918. 

In 1882 Germany sent over 250,630 persons, or nearly one- 
third of the total. In 1901 she sends 21,651, or Jess than one- 
twentieth. In 1882 there* were 82,934 English, 10 per cent; in 
1901 we welcome 12,214, or 2.5 per cent.

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WILL FELKER’S FEAT. 


Mr. W. B. Felker will go down in history as the first man 
who climbed to the summit of Pike’s Peak in an automobile 
carriage. 

That it is a remarkable feat will be seen when it is remem- 
bered that the summit of Pike’s Peak is 14,134 feet above sea 
level. It is, in fact, one of the highest peaks of the Rocky 
Mountains. Mont Blanc, the loftiest mountain in Europe, is 
but 1647 feet higher. The cogwheel railway up Pike’s Peak 
is nine miles long. The road is much longer, taking about six 
hours to climb by carriage or buggy. There are, of course, 
many steep places, and up to this time it has been the opin- 
jon that this route was impossible to the automobile. 

It will not do, however, to conclude from this that hilly 
and unmade roads, full of rocks and ruts, are good enough 
for the horseless carriage. The road up Pike's Peak is steep, 
but much work has been spent on it. In comparison with the 
average Western road, it may be called a finished highway. 
Yet the strain of the grades is so great that its ascent by a 
stean’ or electric automobile will not be undertaken except 
for a sensation. It will always be exceedingly dangerous. 

If the automobile is to come into general use in Missouri 
and the West. good roads must be made for it. No feat in 
hill-climbing will unsettle this conclusion.

Battleship Iowa Expected to 
Sail Monday. 


MISSION IS TO RESTORE PEACE 


ECUADOR SAID TO HAVE JOINED 
IN THE WAR. 


A Force Ready to Invade Colombia— 
Warships of Many Nations Gather- 
ing at the Isthmus of 
Panama. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The Colombian 
minister, Dr. Silva, had a conference today 
with Secretary Hay. It was the first per- 
sonal exchange between the secretary and 
the representative of Colombia since the 
present disturbance started. Dr. Silva gave 
Mr. Hay information to the effect that traf- 
fic on the isthmus was entirely unob- 
structed, and also assured him of the abili- 
ty of Colombia to keep the traffic open. 

Despite this assurance, the United States 
will send warships to the isthmus. 

Secretary Hay will urge upon the Presi- 
dent the necessity of having a consid- 
erable foree of regular soldiers ready to 
be transported to Panama and Colon on 
the shortest possible notice. He will ad- 
vise that army transports be held in readi- 
ness at New York and San Francisco to 
sull for the isthumus with as many men 
2s they can safely carry if the situation at 
the isthmus dces not speedily improve. 
F'rom latest advices there is reason to de- 
niand enforcement by the United States of 
its treaty obligations. 

The report that Ecuador has joined in the 
war against Colombia increases the gravity 
of the situation. It is said that a force of 
troops in Ecuador is ready to invade Colom. 
bia and a battle is imminent. The engage- 
ment is expected to take place near Pasto, 
a town having a population of about 7000, 
located just beyond the Colombian border, 
about 150 miles northeast of Quito and on 
the line of the great Pass, dr’ commercial 
road which extends nearly 1000 mites from 
Popayan to Trujillo. The field where the 
battle is imminent lies at the base of a vol- 
cano 8577 feet above the ocean. 

There will be a considerable gatherin 
of foreign wairhips at the isthmus an 
the American ships will be brought in- 
tc company with those of the British, Ger- 
man and French navies. Already the 
French cruiser Suchet is at Colon. Ac- 
cording tu German reports a German 
cruiser Is moving north from Brazil and 
the cruiser Niobe is likely to be assigned 
to Service a'oung the isthmus. The German 
crulser Geier, which was in American 
waters for some time, is also expected to 
return. k.ngiish reports have referred to 
the probable presence of some of the ships 
of the Kriush West Indian fleet. This will 
make a rather unusual gathering from the 
foreign navies. 


AGAIN TO USE RABBIT BRAINS 


Dr. Nietert Thinks New Remedy for 
Lockjaw a Success Despite 
Caldweil’s Death. 


Rabbit brains, the latest remedy used in 
the treatment of lockjaw, was tried for the 
first time at the City Hospital to save the 
life of Edward Caldwell, aged 25 years. 

Caldwell died Sunday morning. 

Despite this first failure, Supt. Nietert 
declares rabbit brains will hereafter be 
used in lockjaw cases. 

“The rabbit brains remedy,” said he to 
the Post-Dispatch, has saved the lives re- 
cently of several persons afflicted with 
lockjaw, in fact it has been successful in 
a majority of the cases in which it has 
been applied. ' 

‘The operation is made by injecting the 
brains of a rabbit into the system, just as 
antitoxine has been used. 

“Lockjaw is among the most fatal] of 
maladies. Cures are extremely exceptional. 

“‘In Philadelphia, New York and other 
large cities of the East they have oper- 
ated successfully with rabbit brains and 
I see no reason why we should not treat 
with it, too.” 

A large piece of iron fell on Caldwell’s 
foot, mashing two of the toes. Treatment 
was neglected too long and lockjaw set 
in. He was in a critieal condition when 
received at the City Hospital. 


AUTOMOBILE CAUSED RUNAWAY 


Two Persons Were Injured in Forest 
Park as Result. 

An automobile, driven by an unidentified 
person, wrought hayoc among the pleas- 
ure seekers in Forest Park Sunday night.
